Continuation of 13. Other: With regard to the applicants' argument that the reasoning given by the examiner in rejecting proposed claim 2 
(formerly claims 2+3) fails to establish prima facie obviousness and that the examiner's reasoning is not based on the teachings of 
Matsumura and instead appears to be the result of hindsight reasoning the relies on the teaching of the present application. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The examiner would like to point to the applicants's wown argument: 'To establish prima facie obviousness, all 
claim limitations must be taught or suggested by the prior art and the asserted modification or combination of prior art must be supported 
by some teaching, suggestion, or motivation in the applied reference or in knowledge generally available to one skilled in the art. The 
examiner uses teaching, suggestion or motivation in knowledge generally available to one skilled in the art in combination with Matsumura 
as clearly explained in the final rejection.

Again, The examiner maintains that, limitation of "the position of 
resynchronization is decided based on said unique code and said error detection received together with coded data of said header 
information is met" by col. 8, line 41 - col. 9, line 12, which states multiplex decoder to decide whether synchronization has been 
recovered and ... the decoder identifies the point at which synchronization was recovered referred to below as the resynchronization 
points. 
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
